Mrs.  Beatrice  Reynolds  began  her  career  as  Atkinson's  librarian  in  1928.  In  those  days,  the 
Library  was  open  three  whole  hours  each  week,  and  the  few  hundred  volumes  of  reference  and 
reading  material  could  easily  be  accommodated  in  quarters  on  the  east  side  of  the  Kimball  House. 

During  the  years,  there  were  several  changes  and  improvements  to  the  Library,  all  done  under 
Mrs.  Reynold's  guidance.  As  the  town  —  and  the  demands  on  the  library  —  grew,  new  books  were 
accommodated,  but  not  comfortably,  and  only  after  a  great  deal  of  planning  on  the  part  of  Mrs. 
Reynolds  (who  would  search  out  areas  where  books  might  be  stored)  and  her  husband  Elgin  (who 
built  shelves  to  fit  the  areas). 

By  1973  there  was  no  space  left  in  the  old  library  for  the  nearly  12,000  volumes,  and  very  little 
room  for  the  people  at  Atkinson  who  might  have  wished  to  browse.  Mrs.  Reynolds  was  a  leader  in 
the  move  to  seek  town  approval  for  a  new  library,  and  she  was  among  the  happiest  of  Atkinsonians 
when  the  new  addition  was  opened  in  1975. 

The  following  year,  Mrs.  Reynolds  resigned  her  long-held  post  and  she  and  Mr.  Reynolds  left  for 
a  well-deserved  retirement  in  Florida.  She  left  secure  in  the  knowledge  that,  partially  through  her 
efforts,  Atkinson  residents  would  enjoy  a  beautiful,  new  library  for  many  years.  It's  quite  a  change, 
but  then,  the  old  library  itself  has  undergone  a  major  transformation.  Today,  it's  a  reading  room  for 
children  —  colorful,  comfortable  and  delightful. 

Last  summer,  friends  and  neighbors  gathered  for  the  opening  of  the  children's  room,  and 
welcomed  the  lovely  lady  to  whom  the  room  was  most  appropriately  dedicated,  the  former  Librarian 
of  nearly  fifty  years. 

The  1978  Atkinson  Town  Report  is  also  dedicated  to  Mrs.  Beatrice  Reynolds,  in  deep  appreciation 
for  her  years  of  service  to  the  town.

ATKINSON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

Our  seven  member  Commission  has  had  a  very  busy  past 
12  months.  Much  of  our  time  was  spent  on  land  acquisition 
work  as  we  feel  that  assuming  more  open  space  land  for 
future  generations  is  most  important. 

Early  last  April  we  terminated  two  years  of  work  with  the 
Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  (B.O.R.)  and  the  town  took 
title  to  five  parcels  of  land  totaling  107  acres.  Work  on  three 
other  parcels  of  land  has  been  progressing  and  is  nearly  ready 
for  Federal  review  by  the  Heritage  Conservation  and  Recrea- 
tion Service  (formerly  B.O.R. ). 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  in  June  1978.  79  acres  of 
conservation  lands  were  designated  as  Town  Forest,  making 
it  possible  for  long  range  forest  management  to  be  practiced 
with  technical  assistance  from  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands.  A  small  timber  sale  is  being  planned  for  one  area 
in   1979-80.  the  income  derived  to  go  to  the  town. 

Active  work  is  being  done  in  the  local  schools  on  conserva- 
tion education.  Our  Commission,  under  Linda  Jette's  guid- 
ance, is  coordinating  with  other  commissions  in  the  Timber- 
lane  District  to  sponsor  conservation  awards  at  the  Junior 
High  Science  Fair.  At  the  Atkinson  Academy  we  are  working 
with  the  teachers  for  student  awareness  of  conservation  in 
Town  Clean-Up  Day  activities  with  students  planting  trees 
and  an  Ecology  Fair  to  be  sponsored. 

Our  Commission  sponsored  Town  Clean-Up  Day  last 
spring  with  the  help  of  many  of  our  residents  and  will  do  so 
again  this  year.  Also,  the  Conservation  Commission  is  plan- 
ning an  Arbor  Day  this  spring  with  tree  seedlings  to  be  given 
away  to  Atkinson  townspeople. 

Several  of  our  members.  Stu  Hale.  Denise  Watkins.  and 
Carole  Hall,  represented  the  Commission  at  the  annual  N.H. 
Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  meeting  last  fall. 
Carole  also  represented  us  at  two  all-day  seminars  last  fall: 
one  on  Wetland  Management  in  Alton  Bay.  the  other  on 
Resource  Protection  in  Bow. 


The  Commission  also  hosted  a  property  rights,  public  and 
private  lands  forum  sponsored  by  the  Society  for  the  F*rotec- 
tion  of  N.H'.

During  this  past  year,  the  Budget  Committee  has  been 
furnished  with  the  most  timely  and  accurate  information- 
gathering  system  to  date  through  the  use  of  the  Municipal 
Accounting  package  generated  by  the  Timberlane  Regional 
School  District,  as  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee 
and  approved  by  the  1978  Town  Meeting.  This  system  has 
kept  us  abreast  of  the  financial  status  of  the  town  on  a 
monthly  basis  and  better  able  to  estimate  its  future  needs. 

At  this  writing,  we  are  considering  our  recommendations 
for  the  1979  operating  budget.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Department  heads  have  submitted  to  the  Budget  Committee 
their  proposed  1979  operating  budgets,  which  are  approxi- 
mately Wo  over  1978"s  appropriation  of  $365,536.00.  In  our 
recommendations,  we  are  considering  the  impact  of  growth 
and  inflation  and  weigh  these  against  your  desire  for  im- 
proved services  and  facilities  and  a  stable  tax  rate. 

It's  up  to  the  only  legislative  body  in  Atkinson,  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  to  determine  what  direction  the  town  will 
take  in  1979.  We  hope  you  will  give  the  reports  in  this  book 
careful  consideration,  then  please  come  to  the  town  meeting 
and  make  your  feeling  known.

The  Atkinson  Historical  Society  has  had  an  active  year  and 
has  made  some  progress  in  getting  the  Museum  started  in  the 
Kimball  House. 

Last  January  there  were  three  CETA  employees  hired.  The 
two  women  did  cataloging  and  typing  of  old  records  for  us. 
This  is  very  time  consuming  work  and  was  an  enormous  help. 
The  other  CETA  worker  was  a  carpenter  who  did  some  re- 
pair work  on  the  Kimball  House  and  installed  some  book- 
cases that  were  removed  from  the  original  Library.  A  good 
part  of  his  work  was  done  in  the  children's  room  of  the  Lib- 
rary. 

We  have  received  some  gifts  for  the  Museum  this  year;  the 
most  outstanding  was  a  complete  set  of  antique  bedroom  fur- 
niture which  has  been  installed  in  one  of  the  upstairs  rooms. 
In  another  room  we  are  putting  all  the  memorabilia  from  the 
Academy,  including  the  scale  model  of  the  Academy  built 
some  years  ago. 

The  third  room  is  used  for  housing  the  old  records  we  have 
—  bound  volumes  of  town  reports  as  well  as  other  town  re- 
cords. There  are  also  some  old  books,  scrapbooks.  snapshot 
and  postcard  albums,  old  account  books  and  other  papers  and 
pamphlets  relating  to  Atkinson  history. 

You  may  be  interested  in  knowing  that  smoke  alarms  are  to 
be  installed  in  the  Kimball  House  so  that  our  treasures  will 
be  better  protected,  and  new  locks  have  been  installed  for  the 
same  reason. 

We  still  have  some  copies  of  our  History  book,  ATKIN- 
SON, THEN  AND  NOW,  for  sale  at  $18.75  each.  A  large 
part  of  our  indebtedness  to  the  town  for  the  printing  of  these 
books  has  been  repaid,  and  everyone  who  buys  a  book  con- 
tributes to  the  final  repayment  as  well  as  owning  a  numbered 
limited  edition  of  a  very  interesting  book! 

We  invite  anyone  interested  in  history  to  join  our  Society. 
The  dues  are  $2.00  per  year,  payable  to  our  treasurer.  Mrs. 
Evelyn  Sawyer.  We  would  also  welcome  donations  of  early 
furniture  or  glass,  tools,  or  any  items  that  would  contribute  to 
the  records  of  an  earlier  period,  especially  those  which  have 
some  connection  with  Atkinson.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Kimball  Public  Library  Function  Room  on  Tuesday  the  thirteenth  day  of  March 
next  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  articles  required  to  be  voted  on  by  official  ballot  (Articles  1  and  2).  By 
vote  of  theSelectmen,  the  polls  for  the  meeting  will  remain  open  from  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  seven  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  (and  as  much  longer  thereafter  as  the  Town,  at  the  opening  of  the  meeting,  may  votei.

Wetland  boundaries  shall  be  determined  from  soil  survey  field  sheets  which  show  the  results  of  the  soil  survey, 
referenced  in  paragraph  2.  and  from  the  on-site  soils  investigation  of  a  qualified  soils  scientist  when  required.  Soil 
Survey  field  sheets  will  be  available  from  the  U.S.  Soil  Conservation  Service  office  in  Exeter  and  are  on  file  with 
the  Planning  Board.  Town  Clerk,  and  Conservation  Commission.  The  results  of  the  on-site  soils  investigation  will  be 
on  file  with  the  Planning  Board.

Easements,  Rights  of  Way. 

Streets,  roads,  and  other  access  ways  and  utility  rights  of  way  or  easements  may  be  permitted  provided  that  (a)  the 
street,  road,  access  way.  or  utility  right  of  way  or  easements  are  essential  to  the  productive  use  of  land  not  zoned 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  (b)  the  street,  road  access  way  or  utility  right  of  way  or  easement  is  so 
located  and  constructed  as  to  minimize  any  detrimental  impact  of  such  uses  upon  the  wetland:  and  (c)  such  location 
and  construction  be  compatible  with  the  intents  and  purposes  of  this  ordinance.  Approval  for  such  uses  may  be 
obtained  as  a  part  of  site  plan  approval  pursuant  to  RSA  36:19a.  or  when  36:19a  is  not  applicable,  as  a  special 
exception  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Atkinson  Police  Department  now  has  a  roster  of  1 1 
which  consists  of  the  Chief,  Lieutenant,  Sergeant,  Corporal 
and  seven  officers. 

One  of  the  goals  1  have  set  out  to  accomplish  is  to  get  the 
trust  of  the  young  adults  in  town.  We  are  working  hard  to  ac- 
complish this  goal,  for  I  feel  the  children  need  to  understand 
that  the  police  are  their  friends  and  someone  to  put  trust  in 
and  not  to  fear. 

The  Police  Department  offers  to  the  residents  of  Atkinson 
24-hour  protection.  I  have  proven  that  by  strict  monitoring  of 
speed  in  town  we  can  slow  down  the  traffic.  (Only  problem  is 
that  it  takes  money  to  do  this.)  The  average  speed  on  Main 
Street  was  50  to  55  mph  and  the  posted  speed  is  35  mph. 
When  I  started  heavy  radar  patrol,  1  found  in  three  to  four 
weeks  the  average  speed  was  reduced  to  38  to  40  mph.  Total 
summonses  issued  for  Plaistow  District  Court  jumped  up 
213%  over  last  year,  with  a  total  of  344  cases  being  heard 
with  a  conviction  rate  of  99.3%. 

My  main  goal  as  Chief  of  Police  is  to  make  Atkinson  the 
most  crime  free  town  in  the  state.  With  cooperation  from  the 
residents  when  they  see  something  that  looks  out  of  place, 
they  should  call  us  and  let  us  check  it  out. 

I  have  instituted  many  new  programs  in  the  Department 
this  year;  for  example,  working  closely  with  the  children  of 
the  elementary  grades,  put  on  dances  for  the  older  kids  and 
checking  on  the  senior  citizens  after  every  major  snow  storm. 
I  feel  the  Police  Department  should  be  FAIR,  FIRM,  and 
FORMAL.  The  Police  Department  is  there  to  assist  you,  not 
harrass  you.  I  feel  you  have  a  Police  Department  you  can  be 
proud  of,  and  in  the  year  to  come,  I  will  do  all  I  can  to  keep 
the  Police  Department  one  of  the  fmest  in  the  state.

The  Firefighters  train  diligently  on  the  pumps,  ladders  and 
smoke  with  the  aid  of  the  training  tower. 

The  fire  service  today  is  a  highly  skilled  profession.  The 
days  of  standing  back  and  shooting  water  into  a  dwelling 
hoping  you  are  putting  out  the  fire  are  gone.  Damages  in 
those  days  were  very  high.  The  new  firefighter  enters  the 
structure,  seeks  out  the  fire,  extinguishes  it  with  a  minimum 
loss.  Atkinson  is  "blessed  to  have  a  department  of  profes- 
sionals, knowing  their  job  and  doing  it  well."

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has 
created  a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that 
is  recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895.  the 
state  and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together 
to  prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today.  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1.800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forest- 
er to  work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in 
this  effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of 
forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  or- 
ganizations, within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor  and 
Council.  State  funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to 
purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local 
forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit 
from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning 
without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one 
year  or  both.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


As  a  result  of  the  March  1978  town  election,  three  new 
trustee  positions  were  added  to  the  Trustees'  Staff  to  make  a 
total  of  six  members  on  the  board. 

Approximately  40%  of  the  population  of  Atkinson  hold 
cards  for  the  use  of  the  library,  with  more  than  23,000  books 
circulated  for  the  year  1978.  Much  of  this  success  is  due  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  staff:  Mrs.  Muriel  Hirsch,  head  librarian. 
Mrs.  Linda  Jette  and  Mrs.  Kathleen  Matthews,  and  of  our 
volunteers  —  we  thank  them  and  all  who  have  contributed  in 
any  way  to  the  library. 

The  new  childrens  room,  which  was  completed  by  the 
staff,  was  dedicated,  during  a  June  openhouse,  to  Mrs. 
Beatrice  Reynolds,  our  former  librarian.  The  kitchen  area  of 
the  function  room  was  completed  thanks  to  the  Friends  of  the 
Library  and  the  Lion's  Club.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  were 
again  sponsors  of  the  popular  Mother  Goose  story  sessions 
and  also  of  a  very  well-received  Christmas  'Craft  Shop'  for 
elementary  school  children. 

Children's  Librarian  Kathy  Matthews,  conducted  a  Sum- 
mer Reading  Program  and  was  in  charge  of  the  Tuesday  night 
film  program.  The  Little  Red  Wagon  Troupe  performed  for 
the  children  of  Atkinson  in  August.  And  again  this  year  Linda 
Jette's  Haunted  House  was  an  overwhelming  success  — 
thanks  also  to  her  many  volunteers. 

The  Function  Room  has  also  been  in  great  demand  this 
year  —  at  least  eight  town  organizations  use  the  room  on  a 
regular  basis.  The  Function  Room  may  be  reserved  by  calling 
the  Trustees'  Function  Room  Coordinator. 

New  Residents  of  Atkinson  are  always  welcome  at  the 
library.  The  Trustees  encourage  any  suggestions  which  may 
help  the  library  to  better  serve  the  people  of  Atkinson.

SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  1978  year  can  only  be  described  as  a  mixed  bag  of 
surprises.  These  surprises  ranged  from  the  "Storm  of  the 
Century""  in  February,  to  the  passing  of  2-acre  zoning  by 
more  than  %  in  March,  to  Wetland  Zoning  and  a  moratorium 
question  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  June,  to  various 
resignations  for  various  reasons  throughout  the  year  by  town 
officials,  to  a  change  in  accounting  practices  by  the  State 
Department  of  Revenue  Administration  in  September,  to  a 
multitude  of  water  problems  all  over  town  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  In  this  report,  we  would  like  to  explain  the  effect  some 
of  these  surprises  have  had  on  the  town. 

The  first  item  we  would  like  to  explain  is  the  change  in 
accounting  practices  made  by  The  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration.  Due  to  the  Revenue  Sharing  Regulations, 
those  monies  had  to  be  shown  on  the  towns  financial  reports 
as  liabilities,  thereby  reducing  our  available  surplus  by 
approximately  $40,000  and  causing  our  tax  rate  to  increase  by 
roughly  $1.00  more  than  it  would  have  without  the  change 
last  year.  This  change  did  not  actually  cost  the  town  any 
money,  but  merely  changed  the  way  of  reporting  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds. 

Second,  we  would  like  to  discuss  the  Moratorium  question 
which  was  on  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
in  June.  In  our  opinion,  this  question,  if  passed,  could  have 
crippled  the  town  with  litigation,  and,  in  fact,  cost  the  town  a 
large  amount  of  additional  money  for  the  various  inspectors 
salaries.  These  additional  salaries  were  brought  on  by  the 
issuance  of  such  a  large  number  of  building  permits  which 
were  obtained  due  to  the  Moratorium  question.  The  town 
spent  over  $8,000  more  on  inspectors  salaries  than  had  been 
appropriated  at  Town  Meeting  last  year. 

The  last  item  we  want  to  review  is  the  status  of  the  town 
highway  system.  Last  year,  with  the  "Storm  of  the  Century'" 
and  various  other  snow  storms  combined,  we  spent  more 
money  than  ever  before  on  winter  maintenance.  The  damage 
created  by  these  storms,  and  by  the  various  ice  and  water 
problems,  have  been  and  are  the  biggest  headache  to  the 
town  and  its  residents  collectively.  Hopefully,  these  problems 
will  be  corrected  and  resolved  during  1979. 

We  believe  that  1979  has  the  potential  to  be  a  very 
progressive  year  for  the  Town  of  Atkinson,  and,  with  the 
help  of  all  of  the  residents,  it  will  be.  We  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  all  boards,  committees  and  indi- 
viduals involved  in  town  business  for  their  time  and  coopera- 
tion throughout  the  1978  year.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

Thanks  largely  to  the  volunteer  efforts  of  the  people  of  the 
Town  of  Atkinson,  the  Recreation  Commission  was  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  accomplish  more  in  1978  with  the  monies 
budgeted  than  anticipated.  At  the  Pope  Road  field,  now  one 
of  the  busiest  areas  in  town,  money  was  budgeted  for  restora- 
tion of  the  field  after  vandalism  had  caused  major  damage  in 
the  fall  of  1977.  This  work  was  done  by  coaches  and  parents, 
both  mothers  and  fathers,  under  the  direction  of  Commission 
members  at  a  savings  to  the  town  of  about  $500.  Some  of  this 
money  was  then  allocated  to  help  with  our  summer  program 
and  the  balance  was  used  to  help  defray  some  of  the  cost  of  a 
recreational  planner  to  draw  up  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
new  recreational  facilities  at  Pope  Road. 

The  Commission  was  given  an  additional  7'/2  acres  of  land 
off  Pope  Road,  bringing  the  total  to  approximately  15  acres  in 
that  area.  Plans  for  this  location  call  for  tennis  courts,  chil- 
dren's play  area,  ice  skating,  basketball,  horseshoe  pits,  pic- 
nic sites,  exercise  trails,  volleyball  courts,  rest  room  and 
storage  facilities  and  a  recreational  field  that  can  be  used  for 
soccer,  football,  baseball  and  adult  softball  as  well  as  many 
other  large-group  activities.  The  location  for  the  field  has 
been  cleared,  filled  and  levelled  at  no  charge  to  the  town, 
under  an  agreement  the  Commission  had  with  Lewis  Build- 
ers. 


The  Recreation  Commission  has  submitted  a  warrant  article 
to  fund  the  Pope  Road  project  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds. 
The  major  advantage  to  this  article  is  that  funds  can  be 
matched  by  federal  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Act  funds 
(formerly  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation)  and  the  town 
will  be  virtually  doubling  the  Revenue  Sharing  funds  and  get- 
ting a  project  of  this  magnitude  with  no  impact  on  the  tax 
rate.

The  Southern  Rockingham  Regional  Planning  District 
Commission  continues  to  be  the  focus  for  planning  on  a 
regional  scope.  To  do  this,  the  Commission  necessarily  must 
interact  with  the  planning  agencies  of  the  towns  within  that 
region.  As  a  part  of  this,  Atkinson  has  been  the  recipient  of 
direct  benefit:  for  example,  the  SRRPDC  was  instrumental  in 
helping  to  design  a  Wetlands  Ordinance  for  the  town.  Also,  a 
comprehensive  mapping  of  soils  capability  was  completed  for 
the  town.  On-site  surveys  have  continued  at  the  request  of 
the  Planning  Board. 

Other  assistance  has  been  given  for  transportation  planning 
and  for  assessing  the  cost  and  value  of  retaining  open  space. 
The  Commission  has  given  continual  professional  assistance 
to  the  Coordinating  Team  in  its  effort  to  create  a  Master 
Plan.  These  and  other  contributions  will  continue. 

The  SRRPDC  continues  to  be  our  most  valuable  resource 
center  for  the  planning  activities  with  which  we  are  involved.

MASTER  PLAN  COORDINATING  TEAM 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


Just  prior  to  our  1978  Town  Meeting,  the  Master  Plan 
Coordinating  Team  was  privileged  to  have  received  from 
David  Rockwell  of  Atkinson  a  statistical  readout  of  a  1977 
town-wide  survey  which  asked  our  citizens  what  kind  of 
attributes  they  wanted  the  town  to  have  and  preserve.  An 
interpretation  of  Mr.  Rockwell's  readout  made  the  Team 
aware  of  two  necessities:  (1)  a  need  to  reorganize  the  Team 
into  one  that  would  represent  a  broader  cross  section  of 
municipal,  social,  educational,  charitable,  and  cultural  in- 
terests in  town  and  (2)  a  need  to  formulate  a  program  for 
master  planning  that  would  be  based  on  what  the 
townspeople  clearly  indicated  they  wanted  to  have  in  the 
Atkinson  of  the  future. 


"Low-density  housing  in  a  natural  setting,"  the  first  phase 
of  the  Team's  work,  involved  a  thorough  study  of  ail  aspects 
of  land  use  for  such  diverse  purposes  as  recreation,  conserva- 
tion, cemeteries,  religious  institutions,  fire  protection,  police 
protection,  general  welfare,  education,  transportation,  agricul- 
ture, residences,  commerce,  industry,  and  open  space.  Re- 
sults of  the  study  were  finalized  in  a  series  of  three  public 
forums  that  took  place  at  the  Kimball  Public  Library  on 
Wednesday  evenings  in  November  and  December  of  1978. 
During  each  session  team  members  shared  their  findings  with 
other  team  members  and  with  the  public  at  large.  Responses 
and  contributions  from  the  audience  were  welcomed. 

Since  the  beginning  of  1979,  the  Master  Plan  Coordinating 
Team  has  been  engaged  in  two  lines  of  activity.  One  line  of 
activity  is  the  continuation  of  our  study  program,  which  has 
now  moved  to  an  exploration  of  our  second  town  asset,  "a 
non-polluted  environment."  During  the  months  of  Febaiary 
and  March  professional  people,  with  expertise  in  the  fields  of 
clean  air,  clean  water,  energy  sources  and  uses,  noise 
controj,  solid  waste  disposal,  and  septic  system  waste  dis- 
posal, will  be  informing  the  team  and  the  public  at  large  on 
these  matters  in  a  second  series  of  three  public  forums. 

The  second  line  of  activity  concerns  an  April  printing  of  a 
fact-finders  tlier  which  will  be  distributed  to  every  residence 
in  town.  The  flier  will  contain  a  number  of  interesting  and 
illuminating  facts  about  Atkinson,  all  of  which  will  be  related 
to  the  Team's  first  two  phases  of  study.  It  will  also  permit 
our  citizens  to  take  advantage  of  a  compilation  of  facts  that 
can  broaden  their  knowledge  of  the  town  and  can  suggest 
some  courses  of  action  that  they  might  like  to  see  the  town 
take  in  the  future. 

Plans  for  the  remainder  of  1979  include  a  study  and 
compilation  of  facts  relating  to  the  last  two  phases  of 
investigation,  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  buildings 
and  land,  and  a  responsible  and  reasonable  tax  program.  The 
Team's  intent  is  to  complete  all  four  aspects  of  our  town 
study  by  the  Fall  of  1979.  At  that  time  we  will  start  to  draw 
up  a  series  of  specific  recommendations  for  action  on  the  part 
of  the  town,  all  of  which  will  be  presertted  to  the  Planning 
Board.  The  format  in  which  the  Team's  formal  recommenda- 
tions will  appear  is  yet  to  be  determined.

By  September  of  1978  the  reorganization  of  the  Team  had 
taken  place.  It  emcompassed  a  publicized  search  for  a  group 
of  workers  who  were  not  only  representing  a  particular 
interest  or  organization  in  town,  but  who  also  had  a  concern 
for  Atkinson's  future  and  were  willing  to  involve  themselves 
in  every  aspect  of  town  planning  that  could  enhance  the 
municipality.  Within  the  same  month  the  reorganized  Team 
had  formulated  a  two-year  program  of  study  and  subsequent 
action  aimed  at  preserving  for  the  future  the  four  assets  of 
our  town  which  Atkinsonians  strongly  indicated  they  wanted 
in  the  survey:  (1)  low-density  housing  in  a  natural  setting:  (2) 
a  non-polluted  environment:  (3)  pride  in  well-constructed  and 
well-maintained  buildings  and  land,  both  public  and  private: 
and  (4)  a  responsible  and  reasonable  tax  program.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Fiscal  Year  1977-78  saw  a  major  turning  point  in  the 
history  of  the  Mental  Health  Center  for  Southern  New 
Hampshire.  In  May  1978.  after  months  of  planning  and 
application  to  the  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health,  a 
Federal  Grant  was  secured  to  expand  services  beyond  the 
outpatient  facilities  in  Salem  and  Hampstead.  The  Derry  and 
Hampstead  offices  and  the  Salem  Clinic  staff  was  expanded 
to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  screening,  diagnosis,  and 
treatment  of  individuals  and  families.  The  Center  plans  to 
work  closely  with  schools,  town  institutions  and  service 
agencies,  not  only  in  case  work  but  also  in  eduacation. 
toward  early  detection  and  prevention.  The  newly  established 
Community  Services  and  Education  Department  offers  sup- 
porting services  to  clients,  lectures  and  seminars,  radio  and 
television  programs,  and  resource  material  on  mental  health 
issues  and  problems  of  daily  living. 


The  Center  continues  to  provide  localized  inpatient  ser- 
vices and  care,  through  working  agreements  with  hospitals  in 
Derry  and  Hampstead.  To  expand  Sustaining  Care  to  serve  a 
wider  range  of  citizens.  Day  Treatment  and  Elders  Services 
have  been  developed.  Special  programs  for  children  and  the 
treatment  of  alcoholism  are  being  planned  for  the  near  future. 
A  new  24-hour  Emergency  Service,  available  by  calling 
432-2253,  has  been  operating  since  August  1978.  All  services 
and  programs  are  planned  and  administered  to  be  as  com- 
prehensive as  possible,  while  being  responsive  to  the  particu- 
lar needs  of  the  client  and  the  community. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1977-78.  13  clients  from  Atkinson  were  seen, 
with  43.5 'hours  spent  in  outpatient,  screening,  and  identifica- 
tion services  as  well  as  long  term  services.  During  the  latter 
half  of  1978,  the  Center's  expanded  program  was  able  to 
accommodate  more  clients,  resulting  in  12  active  cases  as  of 
December  1.  1978.  In  that  same  time  period.  96  hours  were 
spent  in  direct  outpatient  services  and  17  hours  in  Day 
Treatment.  Nine  contacts  were  made  with  Emergency  Ser- 
vices. The  Mental  Health  Center  for  Southern  New  Hamp- 
shire recognizes  its  continuing  responsibility  to  meet  the 
growing  demand  for  services  and  to  provide  this  community 
with  the  most  comprehensive  mental  health  care  available.
